GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. 6-15-9/ 


AN ORDINANCE increasing the mileage 
expense allowance for City employees. 


WHEREAS, the City desires to increase the mileage 
expense allowance; 

WHEREAS, the Federal Government and other units of 
government provide for an allowance greater and in excess of 
the current City allowance of twenty-two and a half cents 
($.225) per mile; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Section 2-6 of the City Code is hereby 
repealed and the following new Section 2-6 is hereby added: 

The rate of twenty-seven and a half cents 

($.275) per mile is hereby established and paid 

employees of the City who with knowledge of 

their respective department heads use their 

privately owned vehicles during hours of their 

employment and while acting within their 
authorized scope of their employment with the 

city. 

SECTION 2. This Ordinance shall be in full force and 


effect from and after its passage and any and all necessary 


approval by the Mayor.
